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Alcohol—Food or Medicine, 


F. G. DE STONE, M.D. 


WE. are awakening these twentieth 

' mornings, ready to find that some 
old, and perhaps, cherished theory of 
living, or doing, has been upset, and a 
new friend in the shape of better meth- 
ods has come to stay, till some one else 
shall be able to ‘draw another circle.” 

In no other department of science 
has there been a greater upheavel, than 
in that pertaining to health, and the 
past five years has been one in which 
the race for the elixirs of life has been 
superseded by a sober, determined per- 
sistent search for light on the function- 
ing of our physical bodies; we are not 


now trying so much to find what will 


change the condition of disease, as we 
are to understand what the system re- 
quires to enable it to sustain itself. 

We are learning that disease cannot 
exist in a body where pure blood circu- 
lates, and this blood is manufactured 


by the organs of digestion from the 
foods we eat, and it does not take much 
of a prophet to foresee that this search 
for the proper food must be in the line 
of investigation, that shall supersede 
all kinds of medication ; had we spent 
the last nineteen hundred years in try- 
ing to know what elements had been 
left out of our diet that enabled us to 
get sick, we should now know just what 
food to give to supply that which is 


needed and thus keep up the blood to 


its proper standard of purity. 

We know that an animal in its nat- 
ural state has no desire to take that 
which is injurious to its body; on the 
other hand, man is but a higher animal, 
(?) craves poisons of many kinds, and 
in all ages of history and among all 
races of men we find addicture to some 
kind of narcotic poison, 1.e., opium, tea, 
coffee, tobacco, cocoa leaves, hash hish, 
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cocaine, chloral, and last, and by far 
the least harmful (if a pure article can 
be obtained), alcohol in its many forms 
of liquors. I give these in order of 


their harmfulness to the system for 


reasons which will appear later. 
As we examine more elosely the 
chemical constituents of the body, we 


find that almost five parts are pure al- 

cohol ; not the exact formula of alcohol 
as we are able to manufacture it from 
the elements, but so close to it that we > 


cannot form a compound to represent it. 
- The conclusion is thus forced upon 


us (in spite of the teachings of unin- 
formed persons who assume to educate 


us to the contrary), that the system 
must use alcohol to fulfill its develop- 
ment. 

Perhaps we may here find the cause 
for that craving, which we know man 
has for that which is not found in his 
ordinary foods in sufficient quantities; 
and therefore he attempts to supply the 


wants, by resorting to the poisons above 


named. It is more probable that we 
shall find this craving is born of igno- 
rance on the part of parents in not 


affording their children the proper 


foods. 

There have been many conjectures as 
to what principle or principles in alco- 
holic beverages, cause intoxication, and 
the majority of chemists have been sat- 
isfied to lay the responsibility at the 
door of fusil oil; but later experi- 
menters deny this, and assert that the 
principle causing intoxication, is a 
nitrogenous principle analogous to 
nitrocyanic acid, a most deadly poison, 
and this I believe to be the case, for I 
have demonstrated to my own satisfac- 


tion that this principle can be removed, 
and that alcohol so treated can be drunk 
with impunity ; I have repeatedly drunk 


eight ounces of a preparation contain- 


ing thirty percent. of pure alcohol, 
without producing other than slight 
symptoms of exhilaration, not at all 


bordering on intoxication. 


What, then, is alcohol thus treated? 
Simply a most perfect hydrocarbon, a 
food of the highest efficiency, capable 
of sustaining the oxidation processes 
of the body more completely than any 
other food not thus refined. If the 
public but knew that alcohol robbed of 
its impurities became a food, it would 
not take long to pass a law to prevent 
adulteration; and the temperance worker 
with his grave filling high license, and 
the W. ©. T. U. with their hell-born 
coffee and tea pot, would have to give 
an accounting for their criminal work. 
You, who are appalled at the frightful 
work of the dramshops and witness the 
crimes committed as a result of liquor 
drinking (not pure alcohol), may scorn- 
fully curl your lips and call me a 
“crank,’ and think when you have 
done this that the last word has been 
spoken, but I want you to know it has 
not. 

What we want is pure foods, not 
high license to cause further adultera- 
tion. We do not want ignorant, or if 
not ignorant then criminal reformers 
to come to us speaking of clean lives, 
when they are reeking with the filth of 


their own perverted appetites, and fur- . 


ther are manufacturing drunkards from 
the most prolific of all sources, at the 
mother’s table over the coffee and tea 
cup. 
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I have been investigating this sub- 
ject for over fifteen years and I have 
yet to find the first drunkard who 
never used tea or coffee. 


Bear this in mind, the most rigid 


chemical analysis has not discovered 


tea or coffee or their principal poisons— 
caffein or theine, and but traces of 
the principal death dealing property, 
tannic acid. I call tannic acid a death 
dealing property because its action is 
so insidious that it undermines every 
tissue of the body before we are 
well aware of what is taking place. 
Tannin is what the tanner uses to tan 
leather, and in the human system it 
acts the same. In the use of beverages 
named it slowly tans the inside of the 
stomach till its glands can no longer 
secrete their proper fluids for digestion 
and then it destroys the power of the 
mucous glands to secrete protecting 
fluid for the walls, and acidity of the 
_ stomach eventually leads to ulceration. 


Did you ever look closely at a tea or 


coffee fiend? their skin has the sallow 
rusty color of tanned leather. 

But I must stop, as I do not intend 
to here enter into the discussion of 
these beverages, as I have already done 
so in another article; suffice it to say 
that I consider, and think I can prove, 
to any logical mind, that these drinks 
are one of the chief sources of many 
diseases, and it is almost impossible to 
cure any of them while their use is 
permitted. I am well aware that it 
may seem almost fatuous to attempt to 
add another line to the already volu- 
minous literature on the subject of 
alcoholic liquors; yet it has been said 
it is ones duty to speak his thoughts,

even if not for the best, for though 
they contain little merit, they may so 
stimulate other minds, that the truth 
will eventually be arrived at. 

No one deplores more than I do the 
debasing effects of liquor drinking, but 
my horror at the crimes that follow in 
its wake does not blind me to the real 
cause back of its abuses, for given a 
pure article there would not be more 


harm attendant upon its rightful use, 
more than comes from the wrong em- 
ployment of other foods. — 

We started with the statement that 


alcohol is a permanent constituent of 
the body; this being admitted, we must 


go further and allow that there are 


cells in the body that can make use of 


alcohol and also that there must be a like 


arrangement in the cells of the diges- 
tive tract that cleanse and purify it in 
such a manner as to remove its objec- 
tionable qualities. We are obliged to 


admit both of these statements or deny 


the chemical analysis of the body, and 
this is in direct line with the history of 
the use of alcohol as a beverage as we 
shall show in a subsequent article; I 
shall simply state that in no other way 
can we account for the known fact that 


thousands of persons become accus- — 


tomed to the use of alcohol and thrive 
on it and live to a good old age. 

As it will require more space than 
would be granted me in a single pub- 


lication I will continue the subject in a 


subsequent article.

The relation of the spiral to the wave 


may be simply illustrated by taking a 


spiral of wire, such as is found in the 
winding of a broom, and stretching it,

Several 
loosely wound spirals may be combined 
side by side or one ‘within thé other, 
and each preserve its motion without 
interference so long as the waves are 
similar or are multiples of each other.

Another important form of wave mo- 
tion is the coil, figure 7. A spiral has 


been described as a circle growing by 


the progression of its axis, and anal- 


ogous definition of the coil might be 


given as acircle growing by increase of 
its radius. A hasty glance at a coil, in 
which neither the center nor circumfer- 
ence is observed, suggests a number of 
concentric rings, just as a spiral sug- 
gests a number of rings side by side. 
The coil is particularly interesting on 


account of its apparent increase or 
decrease of size depending upon the 
direction in which it is revolved. Both 
apparent increase and decrease may be 


observed in any given coil by alternate 


looking at the inner and outer ends of 
the line. If all of the coil be hidden 
from the observer except a narrow sec- 


tion passing through the center, the 
lines will appear to advance or recede 
exactly as in the revo'ution of a spiral. 
If double coils are made in different 
colors proceeding from a common cen- 
ter, the coil being set into motion and 
observed through a narrow slit, the 
two colored lines will appear to cross 


and recross each other and yet no con- 


fusion results as their positions are 
fixed. Another phase of the blending 


of vibrations misy be illustrated by two 


lanterns, one sending out a beam of red 


light and the other blue. These two 


beams may be allowed to cross, at the 


point of contact the combined color 


will be purple, but after passing the 
junction each light is seen as coming 
from the lantern in it original red or 
blue color ; each rate of vibration being 
persistent and fixed. | 

~The spiral and coil form of motion 
are the two fundamental directions to 


consider i in n tracing the nature of energy, 
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and the cause of the existence of the 
various kinds of matter (elements), but 
it is their combination which gives rise 
to the infinite varieties which are not 
yet all classified. But before taking 
up these combinations it is well to 
study the rate of motion as well as 
direction. 

A pendulum about one meter in 
length beats once per second ; if it be 
shortened to one-half its length it beats 
four times per second, and so on ad in- 
finitum, the speed increasing in inverse 


ratio to the square of the length. This 


rate of increase will give a key to the 
measuring of the radius of the minute 


circles which vibrate at the rate of 16. 


times a second giving us the CCCC of 
the pipe organ, or 789,000,000,000,000 
times per second, which is called ultra 
violet light. 

The lowest rate of vibration to give 
a recognized sound is about 14 per 
second, though some ears seem to per- 
ceive a sound of only 12 vibrations. A 
low bass voice may arrive at a rate as 
slow as 50 times a second, while a high 
soprano may reach 1500 vibrations. 


Any given tone will set into vibration — 
minute particles of matter which may 


‘be floating: in the air, and if a delicate 
powder such as lycopodium, or sublimed 
resin, be thus agitated and allowed to 
settle upon an adherent surface it will 
take a definite and regular form, the 
form being the same each time the 
identical vibration is produced. The 
Chinese have a saying that: “the Ho- 
Hang-Ho intones the “Kung.” The 
“Kung” is a tone in the Chinese scale 
between EF and F sharp of western 
music. It is claimed by experimenters 
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that the form produced by this tone is 
an ovoid, a symbol of great import to 
Oriental philosophers. This tone is 


also called the key note of nature, as 


it dominates all other tones heard in 
the rushing of water in a cataract or 
the rippling of a brook, the roar of a 


tornado or the sighing of a gentle 


breeze. 
Leaving the discussion of sound and > 
light for another paper it is well 


— to return to the consideration of some of 


the eombined forms of motion. Start 
from any given point (the energetic 


center of ionic action of the atom) and 


consider the motion as being both 
spiral and coil, there is then formed 


_ the most potent of all forces moving in 


a straight line, the vortex, figure 8.

The effect of this mode of motion is 
often disastrously observed in the 
cyclone, waterspout and similar natural 
phenomena. The disastrous or disin- 
tegrating effect results when the motion 


is eccentric, i.e., when the force pro- 
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ceeds to the greatest circumference and 
then is broken up by contact with out- 
side discordant vibrations, causing a 
chaotic disturbance of the etheric waves. 


If, however, the energy is allowed to 


complete its cycle and become equally 
concentric all this apparent dissipation 
_ of power is conserved and at the second 
nodal point is prepared to advance with 
all of the acquired tendency to revert to 
its previous form. 

_ Matter has been defined as anything 
which occupies space and has conse- 
quently length, breadth and thickness. 
Vibration has breadth, and some ap- 
parent length but no thickness. The 
spiral has breadth and thickness but 
no definite length. The coil has 


apparent length and breadth but no 


thickness. The complete double vortex 
has all of these dimensions together 
with the present hypothetical condition 
of interpenetrability. 

For the sake of simplicity of illustra- 
tion and greater ease in gaining a 
mental grasp of these modes of motion 
it has been assumed that the nodal cen- 
ter around which these ethers revolved 
was either at rest or was advancing in 
a straight line. But as nature does not 


deal in straight lines and all life 


(organic motion) evolves in curves, the 
center must also be traced in curves. 
Take the plain spiral of figure 6 and 
put its axis into the form of a coil, 
figure 9, one of the early forms of veg- 
etable and animal evolution will be 
observed. If, in addition to the coil 
form, the axis assumes the combined 
spiral, and the vibrations move around 
a vortex, the complication becomes too 
great for the human mind to grasp 
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in all its details, but a general concep- 


tion may be held which will tend to 
simplify some of the complex processes.

Turn again to the most familiar illus- 


trations of wave motion as seen in 
bodies of water. The simple vertical 
motion of the drops converted into ap- 
parently progressing horizontal waves 
may readily be understood. The out- 
lines of the waves produced are not 
simple curves, the upper and lower 
segments equalling each other as shown 
in figure 1, byt the ascending line is 
of much sharper curvature than the 
descending. The apparent sharp de- 
scent of ocean waves is due to other 
causes.

Locomotor Ataxia Successfully Treated With Ultra-Violet Ra 


BY J. MONROE LIEBERMANN, M.D., OF NEW YORK. 


‘Read at the Fourteenth Annual Meeting of the American Electro-Therapeutic Associa- 
tion at St. Louis, Mo., September, 1904. 


HERE is a tendency among prac- 

- titioners to look upon patients 
suffering from locomotor ataxia as 
hopeless. They know of no certain 
relief for the distressing symptoms pre- 
sented by the victims of this formidable 
disease. Nor can they be blamed for 
discouragement in the face of such 
apparently hopeless symptoms as the 
severe pains, inco-ordination, inability 
to walk and failure of functional activ- 
ity of bladder and rectum. 

A gloomy prognosis is warranted in 
most cases, since locomotor ataxia 1s a 
disease which generally proves fatal 
and whose treatment demands our most 
intelligent effort, coupled with the 
_ strictest persistence and regimen, which 
must be maintained with mathematical 
precision. The diagnosis of a well ad- 


vanced case of locomotor ataxia can be 
easily determined by even an intelli- 
gent layman. No disease presents such 
a sadly pathetic sight and is so charac- 
teristic in its leading symptoms. It is 
in the early stages of this disease, 
when the clinical picture is obscure, 
that most of us have erred ,in our diag- 
nosis. 
It is to the diagnosis of this so-called 
pre-ataxic stage that I wish to briefly 
direct your kind attention. Early 
diagnosis of any disease is of vast 1m- 
portance, and this is especially true in 
the condition under consideration. 
- While our knowledge of the organic 
lesions underlying the symptoms which 
comprise the clinical picture of loco- 
motor ataxia and which are, perhaps, 
as definite and well established as any 
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associated with spinal pathology in the 
early stages of the disease, these 
changes are not clearly apparent, but 
revelations made by competent German 
and French observers and investigators 
seem to point to the fact that the rudi- 
mentary and primary destructive pro- 
cess occurs in the posterior columns 
with their roots and ganglia, taking a 
longitudinal instead of a transverse 
direction. 

To Duchenne belongs great credit 
for the clearness and precision with 
which he describes his remarkable in- 


vestigation of progressive locomotor 


ataxia. He, in fact, supplied us the 
basis of our present pathological knowl- 
edge of the disease. 
It is not incumbent on me to dwell 
upon the pathological anatomy of a 
disease with which you are by virtue 
of your special work so familiar, but in 
order to substantiate some statements 
that are to follow, I cannot entirely 
overlook this phase of the subject. — 
The portion of the spinal cord lying 
between the posterior nerve roots, as is 
- well known, is altered in color, con- 
sistency, and dimensions. It becomes 
gray instead of white, hard instead of 
soft, and reduced in size. The grayish 
color predominates in the lumbar and 
lower dorsal regions. The posterior 
roots themselves are often atrophied 


and firmer in consistency and darker 


in color than in health. On making a 
cross-section of the cord it is found 
that the gray discoloration extends in- 
ward, involving the posterior columns. 

Under the microscope we find the 
connecting elements of the cord are 
nearly destroyed and their place is 


usurped by a firm connective tissue 
made up of wavy bundles, enclosing 
here and there a few atrophied axis- 
cylinders. The blood vessels partici- 


_ pate in the morbid process; they become 


sclerotic, their lumen contracted, while 
the adventitial sheath is hypertrophied 
and enveloped by a nucleated, fibrilar, 
connective substance. It is evident 
that the increase of connective tissue 
in the posterior columns is the result 
of actual proliferation. 

It is an established fact that the scle- 
rosis of areas of the spinal cord which 
are affected, is preceded by a stage of 


granular degeneration, itself due to 


morbid molecular disturbances of nu- 


tritional as well as functional morbid 


processes to which the spinal cord is 
subject. The nerve or its cells suffer 
all degrees of structural degeneration, 
culminating in actual death, with an 
associate increase of connective tissue. 
Morton, in discussing the pathologi- 
cal changes occurring in diseases of the 
spinal cord, pertinently states that in 
an extreme instance, after complete sec- 
tion of the nerve, the internodal nuclei 


-imerease in size, their protoplasm in- 


creases and becames granular and com- 


presses the myelin, ultimately separat- 


ing into small fragments, which are 
soon absorbed, leaving only the mere 
sheath of the nerve. Atrophy of the 
cell or its axis-cylinder and hypertro- 


phy of the imbedding matrix are syn- 


chronous events. Nutrition, which is 
in abeyance in the former is in a higher 
degree of activity in the latter. There 
is evidently an interdependence of nu- 
tritional life between the two, for, the 
more rapid the loss of vitality of nerve 
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elements, the more rapid the adventitial 
growth of the matrix. 
You can readily judge from this short 


résumé of the pathology of locomotor 


ataxia that the treatment must consist 
in restoring the destroyed nerve cell 
almost as it were from its ashes, stimu- 
lating its functional activity, and at 
the same time diminishing the nutritive 
activity of the connective tissue. 

_ Electricity, in its diverse modalities, 


has long been looked upon as the only 


‘natural force that traverses the tissues 
to their innermost depths and excites 
their irritability, whether protoplasmic, 
as in the individual cell, or organic, as 
in the nerve structure. 


~The electric treatment in locomotor 


ataxia should, therefore, always be cen- 
tral as well as peripheral. _ 

Centrally, I use the ultra-violet ray. 
Peripheral treatment, as I exhibit it, 
consists of static electricity with the 
Morton wave current or the application 
of the wooden brush for ten or fifteen 
minutes daily. 

After hearing Dr. Piffard’s paper on 
radio-praxis, read at the Academy of 
Medicine, March, 1903, suggesting local 
cataphoric dehzematization before ap- 
‘plying the ultra-violet ray, it appealed 
to me as & promising remedy in various 
diseases of the cord and I decided to 
try it. I have now treated 36 cases of 
locomotor ataxia, with the following 
results :

‘These cases had for years received 
different forms of treatment, as the 
Matchkovsky modified Weir Mitchell 
suspension method, entire and partial 
body hot air treatment, hydrothera- 
peutic treatment, as well as the Frank- 
lin method. While some improvement 


of them had made such gratifying prog- 
ress as since submitting to the ultra- 
violet ray treatment. 

For the purpose of dehzmatization 
I use the cataphoric electrode (with a 
round piece of lint) saturated with 
adrenaline chloride (1-1000). A pad 
with zinc plate is applied to the abdo- 


I use my static machine for exciting the 
ultra-violet lamp with the large Leyden 
jars as condensers. The lamp is con- 
nected by its conducting cords to the 
outer surface of the jars. 

The question arises, and I imagine I 
hear some of you asking, how does the 
ultra-violet’ ray cure this intractable 
and universally considered _Ropelees 
case ? 

Perhaps we do not know, but a word 
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as to its probable action will not be out 
of place. Little, or almost nothing has 
been written on the physiological 
effects of the ultra-violet ray on living 


tissues, and in all my research I failed 


to find a single article on the physio- 
logical effects of the ultra-violet ray on 
the tissues underlying the skin, prob- 
ably the reason being that the ultra- 
violet rays are absorbed by the skin. 
But since dehematization permits the 
ultra-violet ray to traverse the skin, it 
opens a new field of study for this par- 
ticular part of the spectrum, where its 
action was formerly especially invested 
in superficial diseases of the skin. 
Freund, in his excellent and elaborate 


article on phototherapy, goes into the 


description of the physical properties 
of the ultra-violet ray, but says not a 
word on its physiological effect on the 
tissues. 

We do know that the ultra-violet 
light is of a short wave length and of 
very high rate of vibration (more than 
800 billions per second), and, like other 
invisible forms of vibration, has its 
physiological effects on animal tissue, 
which can only be understood by clini- 
cal manifestations. : 

With this clinical experience of ultra- 
violet ray in 36 cases of locomotor 
ataxia, and about 20 other cases of 
nervous diseases, I still feel myself not 
competent enough to present to you a 
positive statement of the influence of 
ultra-violet ray on the protoplasmic 
cell. I can only suggest a theory of 
action, namely, that its powerful stimu- 
lating effect induces more activity in 
the natural healthy cell and diminishes 
the nutrition of connective tissue, set- 


ting up a more active local metabolism. 


Another hypothesis, resembling that 
advanced by Prof: Sajous as to the 
rationale of the curative action of the 
Roentgen ray, is equally applicable to 
the ultra-violet ray, namely, that it 
induces a local accumulation of heat- 
energy and a congestive process 


through which neutrophyle leucocytes — 


are caused to immigrate into the vicin- 
ity of the degenerated cellular elements, 
into normal and healthy cells. 


And in this connection I desire to 


record my conviction that to facilitate 
this result it is all-important to main- 


tain the normal alkalinity of the blood 


and secretions throughout the entire 
treatment. 


While the dispute among chemists 


and physicians is still in vogue as to 
whether the ultra-violet ray traverses 
the dehzematized tissue, the fact re- 
mains that when applied in a proper 
and cautious manner it exercises a re- 


markable tonic effect upon all under- 


lying tissues, and acts as a‘restorative 
to the different portions of the nerve 


structure as have been partly destroyed, 


eventually restoring their function. 
The applicatien of the ultra-violet 


ray to dehzmatized tissue should be 


made with great care and judgment. 
In my opinion it is a very powerful 
remedy and should never be applied to 
more than two localities at each seance, 
and their areas should be varied so that 
every day a different region of the cord 
is treated: I divide the spine into 
three regions—cervical; lumbar, and 
sacral—treating these alternately or in 
rotation, 
One’ characteristic and almost inva- 
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riable effect of the treatment with the 


ultra-violet ray in combination with the - 


electric stimulation of the peripheral 
nerves and their end-organs, is the im- 


proved general nutrition of the patient. 


They all make a rapid increase in 
weight and improve in general health. 
Complications associated with these 
reported cases of locomotor ataxia, were 
as follows: 
Kight had secondary and tertiary 


syphilis. 


Three had pulmonary trouble. 

Twenty-nine were victims of marked 
anemia. 

Seven had cardiac lesions. 

had diabetes. 

Thirty-four showed excess of phos- 
phates and uric acid. This excess 
amounted to 8-144 grains to the ounce. 

The first. case treated by me with 


ultra-violet ray began in March, 1903. 


The treatment to which I have ad- 
hered in locomotor ataxia consists of : 

(1.) A warm half-bath at night before 
going to bed, with light massage. 

(2.) Ultra-violet rays in sittings of 
ten to thirty minutes, three times a 
week. 

(3.) Static electricity by means of 


. the Morton wave current or wooden 


brush, daily, fifteen to twenty minutes. 

In an overwhelming majority of cases 
the disease manifests itself in the lum- 
bar and sacral region, being thus limited 
for a long period, then advancing slowly 
upwards. The peculiar tired feeling 
occurring mostly in the knees and 
ankles, and which is not relieved by 
rest, is present in all cases in combi- 


nation with the lightning-like pains of 


such severity that usually the patient 


is forced to cry out. (At this point it 
is for the physician to differentiate 
between the tabetic and rheumatic 


pains.) Tabetic pains are paroxysmal 


and the intermissions are complete; 
tabetic pains are neither aggravated by 
motion nor relieved by rest, while rheu- 
matic pain is. Tabetic pain is usually 
relieved by pressure, while rheumatic — 
pain is thus aggravated. Hyperethesia 
is usually present with tabetics, and 
almost always absent with rheumatics. 
The patient’s description of the tabetic 
pain, comparing it to tearing, boring, 
and the jumping of a violent toothache, 
is of great significance. That peculiar — 
form of illusive sensation known as the ~ 
“ girdle constriction” is found in vari- 
ous situations, according to the level of 


the diseased part of the cord, whether 


it be a low or a high one.

Dr. Maclean: In pneumonia, the first 
question is, congestion of the lungs, 
give veratrum, promote perspiration, 
promote secretion of the kidneys. 


Dr. Stetson: I treat my patients dif- 
ferent; veratrum is depressing; my 
chief remedy is aconite, ipecac., ascle-— 
pias-tuberosa, in small doses, and I 
never have any trouble. — 
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Dr. Atkins: I believe Dr. Stetson is 
right. -I believe the old fashion eclec- 
tic remedies are the best. __ 

Dr. Mitchell: Aconite and ipecac. 
has been very successful with us at the 
City and County Hospital. Our pa- 
tients there, were cured in most cases, 
sometimes we give digitalis of course 
we had to give alcohol stimulants, and 
also have given, with great success, 
jaborandi. 


Dr. Gere: The old eclectics were fa- 


mous for their cures of pneumonia; for 
the stenic type I give verat. before the 
inflammatory action takes place, we 
must try to remove the obstruction of 
the heart, and equalize stimulation. 
With phenacetine I have no success. 


Dr. Harvey: I think the cases are 
treated too much; if we treat our pa- 
tients slowly we would be more suc- 
cessful. I saved once a patient’s life 
by applying a big fly blister over his 
chest, I do not believe it right to stim- 
ulate the patient from the beginning, 
give stimulants at the crisis. 


Dr. Forster: Chlorate of potass. is 
recommended by Dr. Webster. 


Dr. Schirman: First of all I generally 
see to it that the room is well ventilated 
with an abundance of fresh air. I have 
had very good results from aconite, 
verat. vir. and especially bryonia, also 
asclepias. 

The subject was well discussed by 
Dr. Greenwell and all members pres- 
ent.

The St. Louis Skin and Oancer Hospital. 


On July Ist, the St. Louis Skin and 
Cancer Hospital opened its doors for 
the reception of patients.

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Let the Lungs Alone in Consumption. | 


Hutchinson states that we. have 
learned by bitter experience that we 
must practically ignore the bacillus in 


our treatment of the consumptive, and 


he asks the question if we are not com- 
ing to the same point of view with regard 
to the lungs. The first of the various 
reasons for letting the lungs alone in 


the treatment of consumption is the 


fact that consumption is not a local dis- 
ease of the lungs, but merely a local 
expression of a disease which involves 
the entire system. That we are daily 
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confronted by the paradox of a con- 
sumptive patient whose pulmonary 
lesions are at a standstill, or even pro- 
gressing, for weeks after his appetite, 
weight, and general strength show 
marked improvement ending ultimately 
in recovery ; cure the body and it will 
cure the lung. The second reason why 
it is well to let the lungs alone in con- 
sumption is that they are practically 
beyond the reach of any remedy we 
possess. Germicides intended to kill 
or even seriously discourage the bacil- 
lus in situ are out of the question. 
Sprays, inhalations, and vapors do little 
or no good. Opium, the only cough 
sedative, produces almost invariably an 


injurious effectin tuberculosis. Thirdly, 


he is opposed to pulmonary gymnastics 
since nature’s cure in this condition is 
that of surrounding the zone of attack 


with a fibrous barrier, in which the or- 


ganisms are imbedded. Forced expan- 
sion of the lungs interferes with this 
process. He states that the only two 
remedies which have been alone found 
of. the slightest dependability and per- 
manent effect in the treatment of tuber- 
culosis are rest and over-feeding.— 
Carolina Med. Journal. 


Sciatica and Its Treatment. 


Dr. William M. Leszynsky contrib- 
utes a timely article to the Medical 
Record, in which he states that pain in 
the course of the sciatic nerve is com- 
mon, but genuine sciatic neuralgia is 
rare. Most of the cases are really per- 
ineuritis or interstitial neuritis, while 
others are symtomatic of interference 
with nutrition of the nerve by some 
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extrinsic lesion. The causes of sciatica 
are exposure to cold, over-fatigue of 
the legs, and pressure on the nerve 
from habitual sitting in persons whose 
metabolic processes are impaired by 
rheumatism, gout, diabetes, or alco- 
holism, injuries from lifting heavy 
weights, horseback or bicycle riding, 
sewing-machine work, etc. Sciatic pain 


occurs in diseases of all neighboring 


organs that are associated with com- 


pression of the sciatic nerve or sacral 


plexus. Such are tumors and inflam- 


- mation in the pelvis, or of the spinal 


meninges, vertebral caries, uterine dis- 
ease, pregnancy, parturition, malignant 
disease of rectum, hemorrhoids, har- 
dened feces, sarcoma of femur, etc. It 


may result from fracture or dislocation 
of the thigh. It is rare from lead, 


mercury, or syphilis. Anemia, chloro- 
sis, and hysteria have little influence in 
producing it. Itmay develop suddenly 
from exposure, or slowly when symptom- 
atic of other diseases. The diagnosis 
is based on pain or tenderness over the 
nerve trunk, which radiates to the foot 
or toes, and diminution or loss of the 
Achilles tendon reflex. When degen- 
erative, it is accompanied by paralysis, 


atrophy, vasomotor disturbances, etc., — 


In the treatment of sciatica the first 
thing is the diagnosis of the cause and 
its removal when possible. In acute 
cases heat by the hot wet pack, com- 
bined with rest and fixation, and hot 
saline enemata, relieve pain. The 
bowels should always be moved by 
enema, and calomel given to unload the 
bowel and eliminate poisons. Mor- 
phine or opium suppositories are 
always indicated to obtain sleep at 
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night. Massage, if gentle, is useful. 
Linear cauterization is of value in re- 
lieving pain, as is the ice bag at times. 
The continuous galvanic current in 


either direction is useful at the end of 


one week. It is more useful in mild, 
sub-acute, or chronic cases. Mild cases 
will yield to hot packs, massage, and 
rectal irrigation. In _ sub-acute or 
chronic cases a modified rest cure is 
essential. Drugs are useless. Daily 
massage and passive movements and 
systematic exervises are useful. Hy- 
drotherapy, in form of local wet pack, 
Scotch douche, etc., is most valuable. 
Static or faradic electricity in the form 
of the brush is useful.—WMedical Fort- 


noghily.

typhoid, where it becomes necessary to 
reduce the temperature the cold bath 


is not available, either on account of 
proper apparatus not being at hand, or 
through enfeebled circulation or some 
other cause. In these cases the use of — 


the sprinkle or whisky bath will fre- 


quently prove of service. In using 
this measure the patient is laid upon 
a rubber sheet covered with an ordin- 
ary sheet and over him is laid a single 
sheet. The operator with an ordinary 
whisk broom, which is dipped in a 
bucket of tepid or cool water, throws 
a sprinkle against the sheet covering 
the body with considerable force. As 
the result of this there is a local stimu- 
lant influence of the forcible impact, 
while the evaporation of the water 
effectually lowers the bodily tempera- 
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ture. We have used this method ina 
number of cases with very happy re- 
sults. It is much less disagreeable to 
the patient than either the cold bath or 
sponging, and, although not quite so 


efficient as the tub, has in our experi- 


ence proved more effectual in reducing 
the fever than the sponge bath. More- 
over, it does not require elaborate 
apparatus, which is not to be had in 
every household. From a half to a 
gallon of water should be used in one 
bath, the process occupying from fifteen 
to thirty minutes for its fulfillment,— 
Therapeutic Review. 


A Novel Method of Treating Drunkenness. 

Drunkenness, which has of late years 
developed to an alarming extent in 
Norway, has caused the authorities of 
that country to try an original method 
of curing drunkards of their vice. A 
foreign exchange gives a brief outline 
of the method pursued, which is as fol- 
lows: The drunkard is carefully locked 
up in a room from which all communi- 
cation is cut off. He is given for food 
bread which is soaked in port wine. 
At first the individual eats his bread 
with pleasure. 
make him thoroughly disgusted with it, 
and after about eight days of this form 
of diet he is allowed other food. The 
disgust acquired by this procedure is 
asa rule lasting. The very simplicity 
of this method will commend it as wor- 
thy of a trial.—Medical Age.

TREATMENT OF Factat Paratysis By NERVE 
TRANSPLANTATION. 


Hackenbach reports the case of a girl 
eight years old, who suffered from facial 
paralysis for over seven years. Treat- 
ment consisted in implanting two-thirds 
of the spinal accessory nerve into a 


split in the facial. There was improve- 


ment after four and a half months; at 
the end of nine months the child could 
voluntarily draw the right angle of the 


mouth outward. Encouraged by this 


result, Hackenbach, in a case of infan- 
tile spinal paralysis, implanted a third 
of the tibial nerve into a longitudinal 
split in the peroneal nerve, which was 
totally paralyzed. Three months later 
there was still some weakness, es- 
pecially as regards equinus.— American 
Medicine, 


Nitrous oxide narcosis can, in most 
cases, be continued “smoothly,” with 
no cyanosis and with fair degree of re- 
laxation, even for an hour. A laparot- 
omy may be thus performed, if ether 
and chloroform are contraindicated. To 
secure such a narcosis it 1s best to use 
an apparatus that permits exhalation 


a 
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into the gas bag, and which has a valve 
for the admission of air. The bag 


should not be distended fully. After 


brief air and gas administration, air is 
turned off and the patient breathes 
N,O and his own CO,. At short inter- 
vals, and whenever there is any cyano- 
sis, a single breath of pure air is 
—allowed.—American Journal of Surgery.

The 
patient's tongue is seized with a cloth 
in the left. hand, which discloses part 
of the posterior pharyngeal wall and 
renders deglutition practically impos- 
sible. The syringe is gently intro- 
duced with the right hand, its curve 
being held horizontally, so as not to 
touch the tongue. The back of the 
cannula is then allowed to rest on the 
base of the left anterior pillar, which 
serves as a fulcrum. The syringe is 
emptied forcibly and withdrawn. The 
patient having been warned, expect-

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PERITONITIS SALPINGITIS,

The following accounts are taken 


from histories kept by me while super- — 


intendent of the Hospital for Women 


in Baltimore, during the years 1901 


and 1902. It will be seen that Glyco-

On admission patient had 
recurring chills with a temperature of 
104° and the fetus had not been ex- 
pelled. An anesthetic was administered, 
the fetus and placenta removed and the 
uterus curetted. The following day 
the chills and fever returned together 
with severe pelvic pains and a nasty 
uterine discharge. The symptoms were 
shortly followed by vomiting and a well 
marked case of pelvic peritonits. The 
cul-de-sac was loaded with pus and 
bulged far into the vagina. 


Treatment: The cul-de sac was opened 
by a broad incision and an immense 
quantity of pus allowed to escape. Both 
Fallopian tubes which were distorted 
and full of pus, were gently pulled to 
the opening and incised, thus allowing 
the free escape of their contents. Into 
each incision thus made a gauze drain 
of 50% Glyco-Thymoline was gently 
inserted and the whole pelvic cavity 
packed with gauze of the same strength, 


one end of which was allowed to extend | 


into the vagina. Within five days these 
dressings were removed and renewed 
and finally removed absolutely in three 
more days. This patient was normal 
from the second day, the dressings on 
being removed being perfectly sterile 
save for the presence of the colon 

- Case 2. Broad ligament abscess as a 
result of a broad ligament hematocele 


which had sprung from a ruptured ec- 
topic gestation. Patient admitted Jan. 


4th with the following history, given 


by her family physician:. Frequent 
rigors and violent fluctuations in tem- 


perature, severe attacks of pain in pel- 


vie region. On Christmas day patient 


had: been taken with a sudden attack 
of “colic,” was put to bed and mor- 
phine given in heroic doses for the 


pain. There was a history of a prob- 
able pregnancy. Upon examination on 


admission the uterus was found much 
displaced upward and to the right side. 
Extending from the side of the uterus 
to the lateral pelvic wall was a dense 
fluctuating mass fixed to the uterus, 
upon which a diagnosis of broad liga- 


ment abscess was made. Treatment: 


The abscess being such a large one, it 
was thought not advisable to make the 
incision as usual in these cases from 
the side of the cervix, so a larger in- 
cision was made in the posterior cul-de- 
sac and the pus sought by means of 
the finger only. The cavity was not 
irrigated but was packed and drained 
with large quantities of Glyco-Thymo- 
line gauze 509 which was renewed 
every other day while the discharge 
lasted. The cavity closed very rapidly.

in the city on October 12, 1904. On 
arrival I found her with fever, temper- 
ature 102°, tongue coated, pulse rapid, 
bowels costive, urine scanty and high 
colored, pain and tenderness over the 
hypogastric region as well as in both 
iliac fosse, vagina hot (as told by na- 


tive dhai) but no discharge. On pal- 


pation the uterus was found hard and 
on inquiry it was found that the pres- 
ent complaint was due to abortion and 
exposure to cold. I diagnosed the case 


as perimetritis associated with overitis 


and: prescribed : 


1. Calomel gr. 4. One every three 


hours. 

2. Antikamnia & Heroin Tablets. 
One every four hours. 

3. Turpentine stupes over the seat. 
of pain. 

4. Liquor Morphia, 15 minims at 
night, if no sleep. ee 
Oct. 138th.—Pain less than before, 
had good sleep for four hours. Con- 
tinued the same treatment. 

Oct. 14th.—Pain less than the pre- 
vious day, had good sleep without 


morphia. 


Oct. 15.—Pain considerably less, pa- 
tient could walk with the aid of a stick ; 
good sleep. Continued same treatment 
but stopped turpentine stupes. 

Oct. 16th.—Very slight pain remain- 


ing, patient weak, otherwise well. 


Stopped calomel, prescribed castor oil, 
oz. 1, and continued antikamnia & heroin 
tablets as before. 

Oct. 17th.—No pain atall. Bowels 


moved twice. Prescribed tonic mixture, 
Patient getting well. 


Remarxs.—In my opinion the recov- 


ery of this case was due to the analgesic 
and antipyretic properties of antikam- 
nia & heroin tablets. They are worth 


a trial in such conditions.—Practical —

In meeting that condition of the Sys- 
tem embraced in the above headlines, 
is it not true that our first thought, and

rejoicing. 


Little children, however carefully 
they are fed, are very apt to develop 
diarrhea when operated on during hot 
weather. Hence it is best either to 
postpone the operation, or to imme- 
diately institute as careful intestina 
asepsis as possible if compelled to op- 


erate owing to an emergency. 


When the scalp has been laid open, 
and you are not sure whether you are 
dealing with a cranial suture or with a 
fissured fracture, wipe the part care- 
fully with a cotton or gauze sponge. 
If there is a fracture you cannot wipe 
the blood away, whereas it will come 
readily from a suture. 


It is never wise to ascribe any fem- 
inine aches or pains to an anteversion 
without being very sure of one’s facts. 
Anteversion is normal, and hence prac- 


tically never gives rise to trouble ‘by 
itself. There is either some other factor 
at fault, or else there is a true flexion, 
giving rise to the symptoms due to 
bending of the uterine canal.
